MANUFACTURE 
OF WHISKEY 
The 


manufacture of whiskey has, of late years 
become quite a business in Bucks county. 
There arc uo less than five places whera 
apple whiskey is made. The whiskey made 
in .Bucks county is all distilled from the 
juice of apples, and mostly made for farm- 
ers br the shares. 
The distiller converts 


the cider into whiskey, aud keeps :>.kmt one 
third of the product for his pay. 
A forty- 


gallon cask of cider will make about teu 
gallons of whiskey of ordinary strength 
Sometimes the distiller takes the apples 
fresh from the trees and returns a stipula- 
ted^mpunt of liquor.' Fears ago the ap- 
ple-whiskey businehs was quite common in 
Bucki ooucty, and many farmers thought 
it as important to have a barrel of whiskey 
for family use as a barrel of vinegar: 
But 


times have changed, and whiskey has lost 
the eminence it once enjoyed. 
The im- 


mense crop of apples last fall uo doubt sug-1 
posted the making of them into whiskey ' 
as many people had more than* they knew , 
what to do with.

son to inherit, the title is in abeyance, and 
the Sovereign receives all the revenues. 
Thug they were received bv George IV., 
from his coming of age in 1782 till his death 
in 1830. 
His brother, who succeeded him, 


with the title of William IV., had no son,' 
and enjoyed all the income of the Duchy 
of Cornwall during the seven yean of his 
reign. 
When George III., became King, 


in 1760, he continued to receive the Corn- I 
wall revenue, but by the birth ofhis eldest' 
son, in August, 1762, this income oatutally 
belonged to the boy, who was Duke of- 
Cornwall, by succession, from -the moment' 
he first drew 
breath. 
When Geor»e,' 


Prince of Wales, attained tho age of twenty- 
one, he succeeded to the future revenue of 
the Duchy of Cornwall, and asked his father ! 
to pay up the fcum-total which had aecumu-' 
lated since 1761. George III., holding' 
that '-base ii the slave who pays," curtly 
informed his money-asking heir that all 
this money, (amounting,'without interest 
to §2,100,000,) had been expended on his 
"keep" and education, and positively de- 
clinfld refunding a sixpence ot it. 
On the 


accession of the Dake of Clarence, as Wil- 
liam IV., the revenues of the Duchy of 
Cornwall, then about 3125,000 a year, duly 
went into his privy purse. 
Not content, 


and much pressed, though he was a mon- 
arch, by heavy debts of longstanding, and 
a large family, (the Fitzclarences), William 
IV. raised extra money, out of the Corn- 
wall income, in a very dishonest manner.' 
As the jea^es fell In, instead of renewing, 
them with increased rentals, according to 
their augmented value, he granted new' 


, leases at the old and Kmall rent, on condi-! 


tion that the tenants paid himself a round 
sum in hand, as a bonus or fine, by tfay of 
commutation for the advance iu the rent' 
thus evaded. This sheer dishonesty, while , 
if put money in his on a purse, robbed the ' 
next heir to the Duchy. 


That successor was Albert-Edward, bora 


in November, 1841, the Prince of Wales 
who visited Philadelphia in October, I860. 
IIis father acted for him during hi* minor- 
ity, and was so thrifty and successful that, 
despite the losses sustained by the dishon- 
esty of bis uncle, William IV., ou assum- 
ing legal control of the Duchy, last No- 
vember, the Prince of Wales- found his 
revenue raised to £35.000 (S175,000) per 
annum, with accumulation, during his loog 
minority, of half a million sterling, equal 
to 82,500,000 in hard cash. 


It might be thought that this income, 


backed with this great capital, ought to be 


j- sufficient for any young gentleman of one- 
nnd-twenty to live upon rather comfortably.
